THE first Indian Oriental Conference as 
then it was called, had been convened by 
Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute at 
Pune from 5th November till 7th November 
1919. This marked the beginning of the 
Scientific Orientologv in India, the field, till 
the time, was considered to be a preroga¬ 
tive of European and American Orientalists. 

The Octogenarian Indologist Sir Dr. 

R.G.Bhandarkar was elected _ 

to be the President of this 
Premier Session. The delib¬ 
erations began with the address of 
welcome by Barrister V.R Vaidya, 
the chairman of the Reception Committee. 
In his address he traced the earlier history 
and outlined the objects of the conference 
and also expressed his gratitude to those 
who have made the Congress a reality. In 
his opening speech His Excellency Sir 
George Lloyd, Governor of Bombay and a 
patron of the Conference was all in praise 
for the Institute and the work of the criti¬ 
cal edition of Mahabharat undertaken by 
the Institute. 

As the President ofthis epoch-making ses- 
sion Dr. R. G. Bhandarkar was too unwell 
to attend, his speech was read by Prof. V. K. 
Rajwade. In his Presidential speech Dr. 
Bhandarkar emphasised that for the scien¬ 
tific study of ancient Indian texts, the his¬ 
torical, critical and comparative method is 
a desideratum. He said, “A critical scholar 
should consider his function to be just like 
that of a judge in law court, but even there, 
human wealuiess operates and renders a 
number of appeals necessary, so that one 
judge differs from another so does one crit¬ 
ical scholar from another (Proceedings P. 17). 
He has done away with many misgivings 
that passed under the name of research and 
insisted on the unbiased perspective in 
research Dr. Bhandarkar concluded his 
address with the hope saying “Still, I close 
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the active years of my life with an assured 
belief that sound critical scholarship has 
grown up among us that it will maintain its 
own against aspersions and attacks.” 

The representatives of the various orien¬ 
tal and Indological bodies in India pre¬ 
sented the report of the activities under¬ 
taken by them. The conference had the fol¬ 
lowing sections:- (i) Sanskrit language and 
literature (ii) Avesta in it's relation to Sanskrit 
(iii) Pali (iv) Jain and other Prakrits (v) 
Philology and Indian lan¬ 
guages Ancient and 
Modern (vi) Modern 
I Languages and Literature in their 
“ oldest phase (viii) Archaeology, 
epigraphy, Numismatic and ancient art (viii) 
History (Ancient) Geography and chronol¬ 
ogy (ix) Technical Sciences (e.q. Ancient 
Medicine, music etc. (x) Ethnology and 
Folklore (xi) Persian and Arabic (xii) General 
a Present position and academical study of 
Sanskrit and applied languages (e.g. 
Universities, Sanskrit Colleges, Pathshalas, 
(b) Old Shastric learning (c) A uniform 
transliteration system. It is to be noted here 
that this nomenclature of the sections enu¬ 
merated mostly compromised with those 
suggested by Dr. Vogel in Simla meet. 

The renowned orientalists chaired these 
sections included Dr. Zimmermann (Vedic), 
Dr. J. J. Modi (Avesta), Prof. Kuppuswami 
Shastri (Classical Sanskrit), Prof. Khuda 
Buksha (Arabic Persian), G.R.Kaye 
(Technical Sciences), D. R. Bhandarkar 
(Archaeology) SatishchandraVidyabhushan 
(Pali), KrishnaswamiAiyangar (Ancient his¬ 
tory) Prof. V K. Rajwade (Philology and 
Prakrit). A separate section for 'Sanskrit 
Papers’ chaired by Mahamahopadhyaya 
LaxmanShastriDravid was also introduced, 
which served as a forerunner to the section 
called as 'Pandit Parishad, which w r as lat¬ 
er introduced in the 4th IOC held in 
Allahabad in 1926.

Arthashringara is a dance bal¬ 
let based on Dr Pureccha’s 
research book Theory and 
Practice of Kalasa Karanas and 
Sthanaka-Mandala Bheda’ from 
Kumbha Raja’s Nritya Ratna 
Kosha. The subtle and elegant 
movements of the Kalasa Karanas 
are woven into Kalidasa’s lyrical 
poetry of Rutusamhara in 
Sanskrit. Arthashringara’ is 
Guru Dr Pureccha’s pioneering 
effort to break the shackles 
between Shastra and 
Sampradaya.

she is developing an elaborate 
process of learning the Shastra 
(theory) and being a performer, 
she aims at achieving it through 
Sampradaya (practice). 

Karana, a unit of dance, is the 
co ncerted movement of the hands 
and feet. There are 108 Karanas 
described in Bharata’s 
Natyashastra\ but Kalasa Karanas, 
which are deshi karanas, are 
Kumbha Raja’s unique contribu¬ 
te n to the field of dance since they 
have no mention in any other text , 
this translation is indeed path 
breaking. Kalasa Karanas, are 
anukaranas, that is, imitations of 
movements inspired from nature. 
There are she types — Vidyut, 
Khadga, Mrga, Baka, Manduka 
and Hantsa and eachofthese have 
several variations in their move¬ 
ments. With each Kalasa and its 
variation, one weaves a story 
whilst delving into the Shastra. 
‘Rutusamhara’, the gathering of the 
seasons, is a descriptive poem, 
attributed by tradition to Kalidasa. 
The six seasons which parade 
before us are Grishma (Summer), 
Varsha (The Rains), Sharad 
(Autumn), Hernant (EarlyWinter), 
Shishir (Winter) and Vasanta 
(Spring). This Sanskrit poetry 
magnificently describes the beau¬ 


ty and grandeur of the nature. It 
arouses those feelings which are 
awakened by the changing sea¬ 
sons in every pair of lovers. The 
poem opens with a description of 
full summer, and of its effect on 
man, beast and nature. The effect 
of Cupids arrows arouse varied 
emotions in the Nayika and these 
are evoked gracefully by Dr 
SanddhyaV Pureccha in each sea¬ 
son. The subtle and elegant move¬ 
ments of the Kalasa Karanas Dr 
Sanddhya V Pureccha’s research 
work on Kumbha Raja’s Nritya 
Ratna Kosa are woven into 
Kalidasa’s lyrical poetry of 
Rutusamhara.
